the  new  t.b.c.  graduate  emblem  . . . 

The  design  and  colours  of  the  new  Toronto  Bible  College  graduate  pin  are 
symbolic.  They  represent  what  the  College  stands  for  in  its  teaching,  and  what  it  seeks 
to  do  through  its  graduates.  On  the  background  of  the  Shield  of  Faith,  the  open 
Bible  is  superimposed  upon  a  World  overshadowed  by  a  Cross.  The  teaching  of  the 
Bible  is  central  in  its  curriculum,  while  the  preaching  of  the  Cross,  the  Gospel  of 
the  Grace  of  God,  is  its  sole  message.  The  Globe  is  a  symbol  of  the  Missionary  out- 
reach of  its  graduates  to  the  non-Christian  world.  In  the  upper  left-hand  corner  the 
Dove  reminds  of  the  corporate  life  of  the  College  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Symboliz- 
ing the  Second  Coming  of  Christ,  a  Trumpet  is  placed  opposite  the  Dove.  Above  all,  a 
Crown  is  a  symbol  of  His  reign  "till  He  hath  put  all  things  under  His  feet". 

On  a  background  of  gold,  representing  Deity,  the  College  colours  of  black,  red 
and  white  shine  forth.  The  black  represents  sin,  the  background  of  God's  revelation. 
The  red  of  the  Cross  is  a  symbol  of  redemption  through  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ;  the 
message  of  the  Word  of  God  expounded  within  these  walls,  is  the  only  remedy  for  sin. 
Over  against  these,  the  white  of  the  Bible  and  the  Dove  stands  for  the  result  in  a 
purified  life  when  the  Divine  remedy  is  applied  to  human  sin. 

The  blue  Banner  of  Truth  carries  the  Greek  original  of  the  College  motto, 
"Holding  Forth  the  Word  of  Life".      (Philippians  2:16)
